Second graders in public and 
parochial schools will take the 
shots—an injunction of one cubic 
centimeter of the reddish liquid, 
given in the arm.

The four coun­ 
ties are part of 160 in seven states 
where the test-run of the vaccine 
will be made. The other states, 
where inoculations began yester­ 
day, are Alabama, Colorado, Utah 
Virginia, Nevada and Washington.
